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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I (claim 1) in Paper No. 5/B is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that there is no burden of search on the Examiner. This is not 
found persuasive because the Groups were developed also based on different subject matter as 
well as different classifications. Each of the groups, as set out earlier, are able to support distinct 
and independent patents. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.
